LEAVING 
LEAHI 


Native 
fishermen 
whose 
avocation 
takes them day by day beyond the reef 
In their canoes 
report a gieat 
move- 
ment of turtles, the like of which has 
not been witnessed 
for many years. 
For the last week or ten days quan- 
tities of turtles have been seen on the 
burfnee 
of the deep water about two 
miles from shore, from 
Diamond 
Head, 
all headed 
In the direction of llarbur's 
Point. 
Numbers were seen yesterdnj, 
mostly swimming 
In pairs. 
The reptiles 
took but little notice 
of u canoe, 
sim- 
ply 
descending 
a 
few 
feet 
and then 
Journeying, 
as before, near the surface. 
The various species 
of marine turtle 
lay their eggs 
at this 
season 
of the 
year, and annually visit certain 
locali- 
ties for this purpose. 
The eggs, 
which 
number as many as 250 to a single

are laid on shore, usually on 
a smooth 
stretch of sand not far 
re-

from 
the 
sea.

What It may, shows that the people of 
the Islands have not used the opportu- 
nity that has 
been 
given 
them, and 
they cei tnlnly expect that the results 
from the next Legislature will be more 
substantial, 
and the best Interests 
of 
the Islands 
conserved 
by 
good 
laws. 
"I'hey expect the natives 
to tnke hold 
nnd work 
In harmony with the white 
People here, 
for If the past attitude 
Is 
ontlnued 
the progress of the Islands 
will 
be 
retarded 
und 
no 
good 
came 
of It. 
"The heads of the different 
depart- 
ments In Washington are anxious to do 
ill they can for us, but In most cases 
they are not aware of our needs. 
In 
the Attorney 
General's 
office, 
a 
new 
department 
of Territories has Just been 
established, 
and 
Mr. Itussell, 
the 
as- 
sistant 
In charge 
of 
It, 
Is organizing 
and arranging 
all the data he can se- 
cure. 
"The Interior Department 
Is tnklng a 
very great 
Interest 
In our land and 
water 
questions, 
and they 
recognize 
the necessity of going slowly, owing to 
our peculiar conditions. 
"In the Navy Department, 
people 
or 
the Islands 
do not perhaps appreciate 
the hard work that was 
necessary 
to 
be done 
In Washington 
to secure the 
appropriation 
for the naval station at 
I'carl Itlver. 
To us it seemed as though 
that was something that was going to 
be done anyway; 
but as a matter of 
fact, nothing can be accomplished 
In 
Washington 
unless 
active 
and 
hard 
work Is done, and Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford deserves a great deal of credit for 
overcoming the obstacles nnd 
discour- 
agements that attended the securing of 
the appropriation 
for this work. 
If it 
had not been for his erlergy, 
I do not 
believe 
the naval station 
would 
have 
been built for many years. 
The plans 
for this station are of the very finest, 
nnd every citizen of the Territory 
will 
take pride In the station 
when 
It 
Is 
completed. 
"In 
the Department 
of Agriculture, 
Secretary 
Wilson said to me that he 
hoped 
to demonstrate 
that a large 
In- 
dustry 
could 
be developed 
In the 'pro- 
duction 
of 
tobacco.
